WORKING TO NAME 
COL. ROOSEVELT 


As G. O. P. Nominee—Re- 
publican Committee Or- 
ganized for That Purpose. 
Roosevelt Notified, and 
Doesn’t Object. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 22.—In reply 
to George von L, Meyer, former secre- 
tary of the navy, who today officially 
notified him that the Roosevelt repub- 
lican committee with membership in 
thirty states had been organized to 
work for his nemination for the presi- 
dency by the republican party, Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt enumerated the 
principles for which he declared he wis 
fighting, adding “they are the princi- 
ples you are organizing to support and 
with all my heart I welcome such sup- 
port.” 

Meyer to Roosevelt. 

Mr. Meyer headed a delegation of 
twenty-five members of the convention. 
In his epeech of notification he told 
Mr. Roosevelt that one of the purposes 
of the committee was to “aid the re- 
publican party in going before the 


country reunited and in full strength 
with a candidate who is listened to 
and trusted by the great mass of the 
people.” A group of Oyster Bay pro- 
gressives were visitors at the Roose- 
velt home and witnessed the notifica- 
tion.

“I am naturally very deeply touched | 


and pleased by your action. I accept 
it absolutely in the spirit in which 
you have taken it. You are for me be- 
cause you regara me as representing 
and embodying the aggressive move- 
ment for thorough-going Americanism 
and thorough-going preparedness.

as a great factor in the world civiliza- 
tion is at end, 
Ne Half Measures. 


“There is no use of being for half 
measures of Americanism and pre- 
paredness. Still less is it of any use 
for any public man to announce him- 
self in vague general terms as in favor 
of Americanism and preparedness un- 
Jess his whole course of action in public 
life -has made it evident, and now 
makes it evident that he means just 
exactly what he says. Unless, if he is 
in office or has been in office, his 
career’ has been such as in fullest 
measure to warrant the belief that he 
is a man of deeds and not of words in 
thie matter and unless in every crisis, 
whether he be in or out of office, he 
frankly and fully takes a position on 
the concrete facts which are up for 
decision and applies the abstract state- 
ment directly to these concrete facts. 

“General professions are. utterly 
worthless unless, in the first place, the 
man making them is ready to imme- 
diately apply them to every concrete 
case a’ it actually arises and unless, 
in the second place, when he has the 
opportunity he at once turns his words 
into deeds. 

“I am fighting for these principles. 
They are the principles you are organ- 
izing to support, and with all my heart 
I. welcome such support, accepting it 
as given primarily to the principles 
and only secondarily for myself. 

“Any man at this time of crisis who 
is not aggressively, openly and specif- 
ically for these principles is against 
them and every patriotic man should 
treat our public servants on this

Attempt to Disqualify Hugh Dorsey

TRAFFIC IN BOOZE 
LAID 10 DEPUTIES 


Law Agent Baughn Offers 
$100 Reward for Evidence 
Against Deputies or Mili- 
tiamen. 


Columbus, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The Alabama militia prepared for 
their second week’s occupation of Gi- 
rard by establishing more permanent 
headquarters in designated buildings 
and installing a regular army kitchen, 
indicating that they will be on the job 
for some time yet. In the meantime 
the search for whisky continues, al- 
though there were no sensational dis- 
coveries today. 

During Sunday night the Manhattan 
club in Girard was raided and 45 bar- 
rels of whisky buried in the ground 
in the cellar were unearthed. The 
list of deputies taking part in the 
searching and seizures was reduced to- 
day. There was at one time 838 names 
on the list, it is ,understood. Reports 
have been in circulation to the effect 
that the raiders have both been drink- 
ing and selling the seized whisky. Law 
Agent M. 8S. Baughn today offered a 
reward of one hundred dollars for ev- 
idence that either a deputy or a mili- 
tiaman drank or sold any of the cap- 
tured liquor. 

Reventee Officers Arrive, 

T. E. Middlebrooks, of Birmingham, 
and C. M. Hash, of Chattanooga, reve- 
nue officers, have arrived in the city 
and are making investigations for the 
government in connection with the 
whisky seizure. 

An interesting report is in circula- 


}tion as to the origin of the campaign 


against the Girard whisky folks. It is 
to the effect that certain citizens and 
property-owners of Russell county, in- 
dignant over the situation in Girard, 
went to Montgomery, conferred with 
the attorney general of Alabama, and 
offered him a certified check for thir- 
ty-six hundred dollars with which to 
bear the expense of raiding Girard. The 
check was not accepted. This report 
has not been verified, but the circu- 
lated rumor carries the full details of 
the alleged incident. 

Weould Run Soldiers Out of Girard. 

Excitement was created in upper Gi- 
rard late this afternoon when Homer 
Fullerton, a white man who was drink- 
ing, attacked Captain Dallas Smith, 
who is in charge of the military forces. 
The clash occurred on -the streets, in 
the presence of many people. When 
Fullerton attacked the officer, exclaim- 
ing that they would run the soldiers 
out of Girard, the captain did not in- 
voke aid, but fought his assatiant, man 
to man, and downed him in a fist and 
skull fight. Fullerton was then placed 
in jail, his arrest being made under 
martial law. 

A negro was arrested early tonight, 
charged with having stolen 160 pints of 
the whisky that had been seized by the 
officers. 


Police Make Record 
When Entire Watch 
Produces No Arrest 


For the first time in the history of 
the Atlanta police department an en- 
tire “watch” patrolled the city streets 
and failed to make a single case. At 4 
o’clock Monday afternoon the evening 
watch went on duty and remained on 
duty until midnight. Not one arrest 
‘was made during the whole period. 

Sergeant Hollis, at police barracks, 
stated that it was due to the unusual 
mixture of “wet’” and “dry” existing 
in Atlanta all day Monday. The rains 
and the recent prohibition laws are 
supposed to be responsible for the un- 
usually orderly period. 

To add to this condition of affairs 
not a prisoner was sent to the stock- 
ade Monday and there are but two 
held in the police barracks. TYhese 
stated that they could raise the small 
fines and are being detained until they 
hear from friends. 


DAVID LAMAR COMING 
TO THE ATLANTA PRISON 


Washington, May 22.—The supreme 
court’s mandate affirming the two-year 
jail sentence of David Lamar, convict- 
ed of impersonating a congressman 
with intent to defraud Wall street 
financiers, was issued today. Appar- 
ently no legal step now stands between 
Lamar and prison.

A man with a German name, even 
if he does represent a British company, 
has very little chance to do business 
in Paris at present, has been the ex- 
perience of A, R. Hoffman, of London, 
England, who married a Georgia wom- 
an, Mrs. Caroline Holcombe Bacon. 

When the latter arrived in this 
country last fall to visit relatives she 
registered as Mrs. A. R. Hoffman. When 
she returned the other day and reg- 
istered again at the Georgian Terrace, 
it was as Mrs. A. R. Halford, and Mrs. 
Halford is kept busy explaining why 
her husband has had his name changed 
by the British government from Hoff- 
man to Halford. 

So great is the prejudice in Paris 
against the employment of Germans or 
the patronage of any business in which 
Germans are interested, the individual 
with the German name not only feels 
the effect of it, but the business feels 
it directly. 

For that reason Mr. A. R. Hoffman, 
who represented a British automobile 
company in Paris, has had his name 
changed to A. R. Halford. 

Mr. Halford (nee Hoffman) was born 
of Germam parents in London; subse- 
quently naturalized; was reared and 
educated with all the ideals of the 
British subject. Now he has the Brit- 
ish name, and his charming wife, still 
visiting in this country, is having her 
visiting cards changed and having no 
little trouble explaining her change of 
name. 


Confiscated Booze 
Saved From Sewer 
By Lanford’s Order 


‘No More — Liquor-Pouring ; 


Sessions Will Be Held Un- 
til the Courts Decide Cases 


Detective Chief Newport A. Lanford 
announced Monday that for the pres- 
ent there would be no more whisky 
poured out by members of either the 
police or detective department. 

The action of Chief Lanford in pro- 
hibiting the confiscated whisky from 
being destroyed is the result of the 
trouble that is being experienced by au- 
thorities of several counties in the state 
where whisky and beer, seized in raids 
on alleged “blind tigers,” has been 
poured out. 

“We will not destroy any more liquor 
or have another whisky pouring ses- 
sion until the result of several rulings 
on the question throughout the state 
has been learned,’ said the chief. “I 
am not going to allow my department 
to get into trouble and the whole pol- 
icy of our whisky business is going to 
be, ‘be sure first, and then go ahead.’ ” 

There is now on hand at headquar- 
ters over 4,000 gallons of ‘‘booze,” tak- 
en in raids by members of the police 
and detective departments since May 1. 

Approximately 4,000 gallons of 
liquor have been poured into the sta- 
tion house sewers following “blind ti- 
ger” raids. 

“No sir,’ concluded the chief, “unless 
the court orders me to, I am not go- 
ing to allow another drop of confiscat- 
ed ‘liquor to be poured out.” 


SUSPECT IN ROBBERY

HELD IN GREENWOOD 


Detective Sturdevant, of the local de- 
partment, left Atlanta Monday morn- 
ing for Greenwood, S. C., to return John 
Wesley Leake to this city, following 
the arrest of the negro there early 
Sunday night. 

Leake is said to have been the part- 
ner of Joe Hicks, the negro now under 
arrest charged with the burglary of 
the N. Sternberg residence, No. 1 Liv- 
ingston apartments, at 3 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. 

It was also discovered Monday morn- 
ing that the residence of Judge An- 
drew Calhoyn, 668 West Peachtree 
street, had been entered apparently by 
the same negroes and $55 in money 
taken from a desk drawer in the resi- 
dence. 

Susie York, negro maid employed by 
the Sternbergs, is also under arrest, 
charged with having furnished Hicks 
with the key used in entering the Stern- 
berg apartments. 

Little josephine Sternberg, aged 5, 
was the principal factor in the arrest 
of what is believed to be a well-or- 
ganized gang of negro cracksmen. The 
child led the officers to the York wom- 
an’s house, after th® discovery of the 
burglary Sunday morning. 

There was no other member of the 
family who knew where the negress 
lived, and police officials state that if 
it had not been for the child’s help 
they probably would not have cap- 
tured the negroes for some time.

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FOR FREE SPEECH 
AND “DRY” NATION 


Southern Baptists Declare. 
Mob Violence Against Per- 
sons Lecturing on Relig- 
ious Subjects Is Denounced. 


Asheville, N. C., May 32.—The South- 
ern Baptist convention at its closing 
session here today adopted resolutions 
asking for the enactment of a national 
prohibition law, urging that the Dis- 
trict of Columbia be made prohibition 
territory and requesting better police 
protection be given public speakers. 
The resolution . referring to public 
speakers declared that “it is alarming 
to note the frequency with which free- 
dom of speech and of the press is be- 
ing interfered with by mobs in our 
cities and towns.” 

It was explained that while the pro- 
test against mobs had reference chief- 
ly to mob violence in various parts of 
the country against persons lecturing 
on religious subjects, it expressed the 
convention's opposition to “mob vio- 
lence by whomsoever and against 
whomsoever directed.” 

No Press Censorship. 

In the course of the debate on this 
subject speakers denounced the bill 
pending in congress to make the post- 
master general the “supreme censor of 
the denominational and secular press” 


to |} by giving him authority to refuse use 
lof the mails to publications attacking 


Another bill pending in congress 
which it was declared would give a 
judge in the District of Columbia the 


| right to “consign without trial” a child 


to any “home” or other institution he 
saw fit, also came in for censure. Nei- 
ther of the subjects, however, were in- 
cluded in the resolutions. 

“Freedom of speech and press” was 
the Keynote of a number of speeches, 
and the Rev, Dr. Len G. Broughton, of 
Knoxville, took occasion to declare 
that while he would not curtail free- 
dom of the press, he would be pleased 
to see some method adopted by which 
newspapers in the vicinity in which a 
“sensational crime is committed might 
not try the case and bring in the ver- 
dict” before the case came up in court 

The prohibition resolution came up 
under the head of the report of a com- 
mittee on prohibition and social reform 
and its adoption put southern Baptists 
on record as “unalterably opposed to 
the liquor traffic, gambling dens, dens 
of vice, child «labor and the sweat 
shop.” 

Among other resolutions adopted was 
one thanking the local newspapers 
and other organizations which contrib- 
uted to the success of the convention, 
while another expressed appreciation 
to the Associated Press for the “correct 
reports’ of convention sessione which 
its newspaper members. 

$805.729 for Foreign Missions. 

Recommendations that the various 
states in which the Southern Baptist 
convention is represented raise a total 
of $805,729 for the work of the for- 
eign mission board and $616,750 for the 
home mission beard, and*that the fed- 
eral constitution be amended to pro- 
Vide for national prohibition were chief 
among the resolutions adopted. 

Of the sum asked for the home and 
foreign boards, Texas was asked to 
contribute more than any other state, 
a total of $180,000, and New Mexico 
least of all, $4,500. 


Legacies Are Requested. 

Discussion of the apportionment re- 
port brought a plea that all Baptists 
leave legacies in their wills for 
whatever sum possible to aid the con- 
vention work. Methodists and Pres- 
byterians leave more money to their 
church when they die than do Baptists, 
according to several speakers, one of 
whom, the Rev. Dr, J. B, Gambrell, a 
retired preacher, of Dallas, known to 
convention delegates as “Uncle Gid- 
eon,” told the convention that “the 
Methodists may be a little off in their 
ideas on Jordan,” referring to baptism, 
“but that they do better for their 
church when they die than do Baptists.” 

The convention also urged every ef- 
fort be made to raise the remaining 
sum of approximately $90,000 for the 
foreign mission board debt, appointed 
a committee to report next year on 
the advisability of the convention es- 
tablishing in the southwest a sanita- 
rium for care and treatment of tuber- 
cular patients, and continued until an- 
other year the committee appointed to 
work out a plan for establishing at 
Memphis a negro theological seminary. 
The latter committee reported that “de- 
nominational interruption” among ne- 
gro Baptists and the financial condi- 
tions resulting from the European war 
made it unwise to try to establish the 
seminary at present. It added that the 
“interruption” apparently was about to 
be ended. 

Baptist Young People. 

The annual report of the Baptist 
Young People’s Union of the South 
showed a total membership of 153,071 
and told of increased numbers of local 
societies of this auxillary to the con- 
vention. The report was adopted. 

Another resolution requested J. T. 
Henderson, of Chattanooga, to continue 
in office as secretary of the Laymen’s 
Movement, and commended the work of 
the movement and of its secretary. 
During discussion of this work, Mr. 
Henderson declared he had “heard mur-

HIS LIFE AT STAKE, 
DR. WAITE [5 CALM 


Young Dentist on Trial for 

Murder of Millionaire Fath- 
er-in-Law—Wife and “Af- 
finity” to Testify Against 
Waite. 


New York, May 22.—Dr. Arthur War- 
ren Waite, the young dentist and ten- 
nis player who was placed on trial to- 
day before Justice Shearn and a jury 
in the criminal branch of the supreme 
court, charged with the murder of his 
wealthy father-in-law, John E. Peck, of 
Grand’ Rapids, Mich., not only admin- 
istered deadly disease germs and poi- 
son to his victim, but applied chloro- 
form to his nostrils until he died, it 
was alleged by District Attorney 
Swann, in his opening address for the 
state. 

The trial, which began shortly aft- 
er 10 o'clock this morning, moved rap- 
idly. A jury was selected in less than 
three hours and the district attorney 
consumed only half an hour in his for- 
mal presentation of the state's case. 


Meantime, Waite, who was neatly 
dressed in a blue suit and sat by his 
counsel, appeared as much unmoved 
as the most disinterested spectator in 
the court room. 

Admitted Buying Arsenic. 

Aside from the address of the dis- 
trict attorney in which he recited 
Waite’s life history and gave a com- 
plete resume of the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the crime to which Waite 
already has confessed, the outstand- 
ing feature of the trial today was the 
testimony of Dr. Albertus Adair Moore. 
Waite, the witness declared, admitted 
to him he had purchased arsenic for 
his 72-year-old father-in-law, “because 
the old gentleman didn’t want to live;” 
previously, when suspicion first was 
directed to Waite, Dr. Moore said the 
accused dentist had telephoned to him 
and asked him if he (Dr. Moore) 
thought “they could hold him (Waite) 
for the death of the aged victim.” 

“Waite asked me,” said Dr. Moore, 
“if arsenic administered before death 
would show in an autopsy as distin- 
guished from the same poison when 
used in embalming fluid.” 

The witness said he replied that the 
poison would be discernible in the 
brain if administered before death. 

Waite’s counsel intimated that they 
would rely entirely upon a plea of in- 
sanity to save their client from the 
electric chair. To combat testimony 
that probably will be given tomorrow 
by alienists in support of the prose- 
cution’s contention that Waite was 
Sane and his crime actuated by a de- 
sire for money, the defense announced 
tonight that one or more alienists 
would be called by them. 

Women in Case Not Present. 


Neither Mrs. Clara Louise Peck Waite, 
wife of the prisoner, nor Mrs. Marga- 
ret Horton, his co anion in a “‘stu- 
dio,” here were presént at the trial to- 
day. Both, however, will testify against 
Waite, the district attorney announced. 
Mrs. Waite probably will go on the 
stand Wednesday morning. Her broth- 
er, Percy Waite, will precede her. 

r. Moore said he first was called to 
visit Peck on March 65, seven days be- 
fore Peck’s death. A condition seem- 
ingly no more serious than might be 
expected of a simple case of nausea 
slowly developed into one which gave 
cause for alarm. Dr. Moore said he 
asked Waite what he thought about 
sending Mr. Peck to a hospital. Waite 
replied, he asserted, that he (Waite) 
didn’t think it would be wise as “Clara 
(meaning Mrs. Waite) probably would 
not like it.’’ 

Later, according to Dr. Moore, Waite 
inquired of the physician if he did not 
think it would be well to “prepare Mrs. 
Waite for any sudden change for the 
worse in her father’s condition.” 

“I told him,” said Dr. Moore, “that 
I did not think Mr. Peck’s condition 
Was as serious as all that and added 
that he (Waite) should not appear so 
pessimistic.” 

The morning of Mr. Peck’s death 
—— telephoned to him, Dr. Moore 
said. 

“I thought he must be mistaken 
when he told me he had just come 
from his father-in-law’s room and that 
the latter seemed to be dead,” contin- 
ued Dr. Moore. “So I directed him to

AND GAINING GROUND 


Germans Have Been Driven 
From Greater Part of Fort 
Douaumont—Germans Al- 
so Driven West of Le Mort 
Homme—Berlin Claims 
That the Germans Have 
Stormed British Trenches 
Near Givenchy — British 
Gain on Tigris. 


London, May 22.—Hard fighting is 
still in progress between the Austrians 
and Italians in the Tyrol, the French 
and the Germans in the region of Ver- 
dun and the Germans and_ British 
around La Baseee, 

The great offensive of the Austrians 
against the Italians in southern Tyrol! 
continues unabated and at several 
points the Austrians seem gradually to 
be throwing back the italians toward 
their own territory. To the southeast 
of Trent, on the Lavarone plateau, Vi- 
enna says the Italians have been dis- 
lodged from all their positions, and 
now adds that the Austrians have cap- 
tured Fima, Mandriolo and the height 
immediately west of the frontiér from

FRENCH PENETRATE 
FORT DOUAUMONT. 


In the region-of Verdun both the 
French and Germans claim successes 
for their arms at various points. an 
interesting point in the latest French 
cfficial communication is the statement 
that the French have penetrated Fort 
Douaumont, northeast of Verdun, which 
the Germans stormed and captured Fel. 
ruary 25, four days after the com- 
mencemem of the assault on Verdiir, 
and from which all attempts to drive 
them out proved futile. The Germans, 
however, still hold the northern part 
of Fort Douaumont. A violent attack 
also has netted the French several Ger- 
man positions on a front of awmbout a 
mile and a quarter east of the village 
of Douaumont. To the northwest of 
Verdun the French have forced out the 
Germans from positions south of Hill 
287 and west of Le Mort Homme. 

Berlin, on the other hand, saye the 
Germans to the northwest of Verdun 
stormed the eastern spurs of Hill 304 
and held them against repeated coun- 
ter attacks. In this fighting the 
French are declared to have lost heavi- 
ly in men killed or wounded. Admis- 
sion is made in the Berlin report of 
the capture by the French of a quarry 
south of Haudromont, northeast of 
Verdun.

AUSTRIANS CROSS 
ITALIAN FRONTIER. 


Washington, May 22.—Austria’s an- 
nouncement of successes on the Ty- 
rolean front were described by diplo- 
mats friendly to the central powers 
tonight as being of the utmost strate- 
gical importance. It was stated that 
the drive over the mountainous re- 
gions on the Tyrol-Italian line, being 
accomplished under most difficult 
conditions, had for its ultimate ob- 
jective the cutting of the railroads 
in Venetia, the northeast neck of Italy, 
and then pressing on to the Adriatic 
to cut off a large number of Italian 
troops now operating within the neck 
which is surrounded on the frontier 
by Tyrol, Carinthia and Goritz. 


The Austrian O6fficia] statement of 


today indicated that Austrian troops al- 


ready had crossed the Italian frontier. 
The line between Mount Tormino and 
Monte Majo, which is said to have 
been reached by the troops of the Aus- 
trian crown prince, would carry the 
offensive within Italian territory. 
Monte Majo is 18 kilometers southwest 
of Rovereto and 8 kilometers southeast 
of Monte Tormino. 

The operations against Mandriolo and 
the heights west to the Astach valley, 
also were regarded as being of great 
importance. They indicate, the diplo- 
mats said, that another large force of 
Austrian troops is driving to the south. 


Mandriolo is about 25 kilometers south- 
west of Trent. The Astach valley, men- 
tioned in the statement, is presumed 
to be the Valley of Asta, immediately 
to the west of Mandriolo. 


AUSTRIANS CLAIM 
IMPORTANT GAINS. 


Berlin, May 22.—(By Wireless.)—The 
Italians have been driven from their 
entire position on Lavarone plateau, 
the Austrian war office announcement 
of today says. It is stated that the 
Italian defeat is steadily becoming 
more serious. ‘ 

The Austrian lines have been pushed 
forward rapidly, several additional po- 
sitions of strategic importance having 
been captured. The number of Italians 
taken prisoner has been increased to 
23,883. 

The statement follows: 

“The Italian defeat on the southern 
Tyrol front is certainly becoming more 
serious. An attack of the Graz corps 
of Lavarone plateau was attended with 
complete success. The enemy was 
driven from his entire position. Our 
troops captured Fima, Mandriolo and 
the height immediately west 6f the 
frontier from the summit as far as 
the Astach valley. 

“The troops of Crown Prince Charles 
Francis Joseph reached the Monte Tor- 
mino-Monte Majo line. 

“Since the beginning of the offensive 
23,883 Italians, among whom are 482 
officers, have been captured by us. The 
number of cannon taken has been in- 
creased to 172.’ ' 

Austro-Hungarian troops have car- 
ried the peak of Armentara ridge, the 
scene of some of the heaviest fighting 
in the recently inaugurated offensive 
along the southern Tyrol front. This 
announcement is made in the official 
Austrian report of May 21. 

More than 3,000 Italians were cap- 
tured on Saturday by the Austrians, 
who also obtained possession of several 
villages.

ITALIANS HOLDING 
PEAKS AND PASSES. 


Rome, May 22.—(Via Paris.)—Aus- 
trian artillery of all sizes and all 
ranges, with the monster 305-millime- 
ter gun predominating, has _ trans- 
formed the battle front between the 
Adige and Brenta rivers into an in- 
ferno. 

Notwithstanding the snow-capped 
mountain barriers the Austrian infan- 
try is being launched in waves, which 
military observers say, break against 
oi formidable resistance of the Ital- 
ans. 
The Italian troops have now formed 
their lines of defense and are holding 
firmly all the passes and peaks from 
which Italian officers say the forward 
movement of the Austrians has not only 
been successfully arrested, but the 
Austrians have been dislodged from 
several strategic positions taken in the 
first rush of the offensive. 

There are several indications to con- 
firm the statement that the design of 
the present strenuous campaign of the 
Austrians on the Trentino front is to 
—t Italy from participating with 

er troops in the struggle on the 

French front and also to paralyze any 
action aiming at the joining of the 
Aviona:‘and Saloniki forces for a simul- 
taneous effort. 

“Italy’s great hour has struck,” is 
the theme of the comment of the pub- 
lic and the press on the news that is 
being received from the front. 

“All the reports coming from the 
fighting zone agree that the number 
of Austrian troops now in action has 
been more than dowbled and that the 
Austrian artillery, especially heavy, 
long range guns, is daily increasing and 
unmasking the imposing offensive pre- 
pared by Austria, with the object of 
reaching the Alps above Vicenza, frem 
which the Austrians would be able to 
dominate the entire Venetian region and 
threaten the flank and rear of the 
main ItaHan army occupying the prov- 
inces of Udine and Belluno. 

The official statement from general 
headquarters reads: 

“In the region of Tonale and Ada- 
mello infantry activity led to minor 
encounters favorable for us. Between 
Garda and the Adige artillery actions 
occurred and skirmishes with enemy 
detachments, which were everywhere 
driven back. 

“On the left bank of the Adige an 
intense bombardment of our positions 
yesterday was followed by a violent 
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attack which was completely repulsed 
by our troops with serious losses to 
the enemy. On the rest of the front 
as far as the Astico valley there have 
been no events of importance. 

“Between the Astico valley and in 
the Sugana valley the enemy’s at- 
tack was continued at intervals, su 
ported by numerous and heavy artil- 
ery. 

“There has been general activity of 
the enemy’s artillery against our ad- 
vanced lines west of the Torra, Assa- 
maggio and Campelle valleys, in Car- 
*nia, and on the Isonzo, particularly in- 
tense in the upper valley of the But 
and in the region of Monfalcone. 

“Enemy aeroplanes dropped bombs 
in the Lagarina valley and Carnia. 
There were some victims, but sligh::

FRENCH GAINING 
IN VERDUN REGION. 


Paris, May 22.—The French official 
statement tonight announces the storm- 
ing of German trenches for a distance 
of two kilometers from the region west 
of Thiaumont farm to east of Fort 
Douaumont, and the clearing of Ger- 
man trenches along a front of 300 
meters on the heights of the Meuse. 
The statement says French forces have 
re-entered Fort Douaumont, the north- 
ern part of which the Germans suc- 
ceeded in holding. The communication 
follows: 

“In the Argonne our batteries ener- 
getically bombarded Nantillois, Mont- 
faucon and the Cheppy woods. ; 

“On the left bank of the Meuse we 
continued to make progress during the 
day south of Hill 287 and forced the 
enemy to evacuate a small work which 
he had held since May 158. 

‘In the region west of Le Mort 
Homme our counter attacks enabled us 
to drive the enemy from some new 
trench elements occupied by him. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, aft- 
er a powerful artillery preparation, our 
infantry stormed German positions 
along a front of about two kilometers, 
extending from the region west of the 
Thiaumont farm to east of Fort Douau- 
mont. On the entire front of the at- 
tack our troops captured German 
trenches and penetrated Fort Douau- 
mont, the northern part of which the 
enemy still holds. Numerous prisoners 
remained in our hands. 

‘On the Heights of the Meuse in the 
Bouchet wood a successful surprise at- 
tack enabled us to clear enemy trenches 
palong an extent of 300 meters and to 
take prisoners. 

“This morning one of our aeroplanes, 
dispatched in pursuit of a German ma- 
chine, which had approached Dunkirk 
with the purpose of dropping bombs, 
overtook it and brought it down. 

“In Alsace two enemy aeroplanes 
were brought down in an aerial com- 
bat. One fell within our lines at Sen- 
theim, south of Thann, the other in the 
region of Le Bonhomsme.”’ 

Belgian comanunication: “Last even- 
ling we repulsed by our fire a strong 
German patrol which had advanced be- 
yond a Belgian post. On the right bank 
of the Yser, south of. Dixmude, there 
was an intense artillery duel this aft- 
ernoon in the sector of Dixmude, where 
a violent action with ‘bombs also took 
place.” 

The French statement issued in the 
afternoon says: 

“South of Berry-au-Bac French forces 
exploded two mines with success at 
Hill 108, 

“In the Champagne district a gas at- 
tack by the Germang was without re- 
sult. This emission of gas was in the 
zone between the road from Souain to 
Somme-Py and the road from Sainte 
Hilaire to Saint Souplet. No sooner 
had the cloud of gas started than an 


unexpected turn in the direction of the 
wind drove it back upon the trenches 
of the enemy. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
infantry fighting continued last night. 
In the wood of Avocourt our grena- 
diers secured some advantages and oc- 
cupied geeveral blockhouses evacuated 
by the enemy. 

“In the region west of Dead Man 
Hill the fighting has been particularly 
ferocious. Several tentative attacks 
made by the enemy to further their 
progress have been checked by our cur- 
tains of fire and by the activity of our 
machine guns. A vigorous attack by 
our troops made it possible for us to 
recapture a portion of the ground lost 
during the night of May 20-21. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
Germans have delivered repeated coun- 
ter attacks upon the positions at the 
Haudromont quarry captured by the 
French yesterday. Each of these ad- 
vance movements was checked Dy our 
curtain of fire and cost the Germans 
heavy losses. In the outskirts of the 
village of Vaux a small operation exe- 


{cuted this morning put us in posses- 


sion of a German trench. At Eparges 
several German mines have been ex- 
ploded, but without causing damage 
to the French position. 

“In the region of Verdun French 
aviators have attacked a number of Caip- 
tive German balloons. Six of these 
balloons were sent down on fire. In 
an aerial engagement one of our pilots 
brought down a German aeroplane. In 
the vicinity of Eparges two other air 
machines of the enemy attacked by 
French aeroplanes were brought to 
earth, one behind the enemy lines at 
a point near Liancourt, and the other 
behind our lines at Fontenoy. 

“This morning aeroplanes of the 
enemy threw down ‘bombs on Dun- 
kirk. 

“On the nights of May 20, 21 and 22 
several operations were conducted Dy 
groups of French aviators. Shells were 
successfully thrown down upon the 
railroad stations at Metz-Sablons, 
Avricourt and Roye; upon munitions 
depots at Biaches and Chappellotte; 
on bivoucks in vicinity of Azannes and 
on the village of Jimietz, where there 
had been installed the headquarters 
of the commandant of an important 
division. Futhermore, two of our 
dirigibles have rained down bombs on 
the railroad stations and the railroad 
lines at Brieulles and Dun.”

Berlin, May 22.— By Wireless. )—

them against repeated counter at- 
tacks which are said to have cost the 
French great losses. 

The statement follows: 

“Western front: East of Nieuport a 
German marine patrol entered French 
trenches, destroyed the enemy’s de- 
fenses and returned with one officer 
and thirty-two men as prisoners. 

“Southwest of Givenchy-Engohelle 
several lines of British positions over 
a front of about two kilometres were 


captured. During the night several 
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positions over a front of two kilometres | 


counter attacks were made and were 
repulsed. We captured eight officers, 
220 soldiers and four machine guns 
and three mine throwers. Moreover 
the enemy suffered exceedingly heavy 
losses. 

“In the district of Berry-au-Bac the 
French early in the morning attempt- 

a gas attack without success. 

“West of the Meuse (Verdun front) 
our troops stonmmed French positions 
on the eastern spurs of Hill 304 and 
maintained them against repeated at- 
tacks of the enemy. In addition to 
the great losses of the enemy in killed 
or wounded we captured nine offi- 
cers, 518 men and five machine guns. 
The booty taken on the southern spurs 
of Dead Man Hill has been increased 
to thirteen cannon and twenty-one 
machine guns. South of Dead Man 
Hill and in the vicinity of Chattan- 
court the enemy made futile attempts 
to recapture lost ground. The French 
made several attacks without success 
on our lines in the region of the quarry 
south of Haudromont and on the Vaux 
ridge (Verdun ftront). In the third 
attack the French succeeded in ob- 
taining a footing in the quarry. 

“During the night the artillery was 
extraordinarily active on both sides in 
the whole sector. 

“Our air squadron yesterday repeat- 
ed their attacks with visibly great 
success on the harbor at Dunkirk. A 
biplane of the enemy fell into the sea 
after a fight. Four other aeroplanes 
were disabled in aerial combats and 
fell within our lines, one in the vicinity 
of Weirique, another near Noyon, the 
third near Maucourt, east of the Meuse. 
and the fourth northeast of Chateau 
Salins. The last named was shot down 
by Lieutenant Wintgens, who thus dis- 
abled his fourth aeroplane. In addi- 
tion to those mentioned, First Lieuten- 
ant Boelke has brought down his sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth hostile aero- 
planes, one south of Avocourt and the 
other south of Dead Man Hill. This 
brilliant aviator has been promoted by 
the emperor to the rank of captain in 
acknowledgment of his achievements. 

“Bastern and Balkan fronts: The 
situation generally is unchanged.”’ 


AUSTRIANS QUIT 
ALBANIAN FRONT. 


Paris, May 22.—A neutral diplomat 
who has just returned from Albania is 
quoted in a dispatch to The Matin from 
Athens as saying that the Austrians 
have withdrawn 50,000 troops from Al- 
bania in the last three weeks. Accord- 
ing to this diplomat the Austrians have 
left only small detachments to guard 
the towns they have occupied, leaving 
a garrison of 300 at Fiera and six hun- 
dred at Berat. The remainder of the 
troops left in the country are con- 
centrated at Durazzo. 

The abandonment of the Albanian 
front is said to be due to the impos- 
sibility of bringing up supplies. 


The statement that the Austrians 
are withdrawing their main forces 
from Albania apparently conflicts with 
dispatches from Athens and Paris, 
Paris which stated that the Teutons 
were about to launch an attack in 
force against Avliona, the only town 
that remains in the possession of the 
Italians. On May 19 the Austrians 
were reported to have assembled a 
fleet of 150 transports at Fiume to 
transport troops and supplies to 
Durazzo. 


BRITISH GAIN 


ON THE TIGRIS. 


London, May 22.—A dispatch from 
Lieutenant General Lake, commander 
of the Britis Mesopotamia forces, 
shows that Lieutenant General Gor- 
ringe’s army operating on the south 
bank of the Tigris has virtually reach- 
ed Kut-el-Amara, this region now be- 
ing clear of Turks up to the junction 
of the Shast-el-Hai river with the 
Tigris at Kut. On the north bank of 
the Tigris to the east of Kut-el-Amara, 
however, the Turks still ocoupy San- 
nayyat. 

An official communication issued to- 
night concerning the operations in this 
region says: 

“General Lake reports on May 20 
that the right or south bank of the 
Tigris is clear of the enemy as far as 
the Shatt-el-Hai, except for small rear 
guards covering the bridge over the 
Hal, some 500 yards below its junc- 
tion with the Tigris. Our main force 
on this bank has reached the line of 
Magasis-Dujailam. 

“On the left, or north bank, the ene- 
my is reported still occupying the San- 
nayyat position. The ‘weather is in- 
tensely hot and trying. The tempera- 
ture during the last few days was over 
100 degrees in the shade.” 


TURKS REPORT 
ON OPERATION. 


Constantinople, May 22.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The official statement from 
general headquarters issued today 
reads: 

“Quiet continues on the Irak front. 
Captain Schuetz brought down an ene- 
my biplane flyimg at an altitude of 500 
meters, making his third.

BRITISH ADMIT 
GAIN BY GERMANS. 


London, May 23.—The British official 
statement on the campaign in the west- 
ern zone reads: 

“After a heavy bombardment all yes- 
terday (Sunday), becoming most in- 
tense in the afternoon, the enemy at- 
tacked our position on the north end 
of Vimy ridge and succeded in pene- 
trating our front line of trenches on 
a front of about 1,500 yards. The depth 
of penetration varies from 100 to 300 
yards. 

“Today our artillery subjected the 
German positions to a heavy bombard- 
ment. On the remainder of the front 
we sprung mines near ‘Roolincourt, 
the ‘Hohenzollern redoubt and the quar- 
ries. There was mining activity also 
near Neuville-St. Vaast and south of 
Fleurbaix. 

“The artillery of both sides has been 
active opposite Lens and east of Ypres. 
We obtained direct hits on an enemy 
battery east of Blairville. , 

“Yesterday enemy aeroplanes were 
active. Many were engaged by our 
machines, Eight were driven off though 
none was brought down. One of our 
reconnaissance machines was forced to 
land in the enemy’s lines.” 


GERMANS STOPPED 
BY RUSSIAN FIRE. 


Petrograd, May 22.—(Via London.) 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“Near the village of Ostrov, north- 
ward of Lake Narocz, Saturday even- 
ing the Germans, after a violent bom- 
bardment, made numerous attempts to 
take the offensive, but each time they 
were repulsed by our fire. In the 
region southwest of Lake Narocz our 
artillery dispersed large gatherings 
of German troops. 

“Near the village of Kostioukhovka, 
northwest of Czartorysk, we repulsed 
an enemy attack. On the remainder 
of the front from the Gulf of Riga to 
the Rumanian frontier there has been 
no fighting except exchanges of rifle 
fire and reconnaissances. 

“In the Baltic one of our submarines 
has sunk three German steamers. 

“On the Caucasus front in the direc- 
tion of Diarbekr there have been ad- 
vance post actions.” 


FRENCH REVIEW 
OF VERDUN BATTLE. 


Paris, May 22.—An official review of 
the fighting in the Verdun region for 
the week May 14 to 20 gays that the 
actions from May 18 to 20 were of 
extreme violence and adds: 

“On the 20th a big German attack 
was made upon the region of Le Mort 
Homme. Between Le Mort Homme 
and the Meuse the enemy was stop- 
ped. We hold trenches taken in April. 

“Upon the slopes west of Le Mort 
Homme the Germans succeeded in 
taking our first line trenches along a 
front of 1,200 to 1,600 metres.”

ECONOMIC STRESS 
NGHES MEAICO 


Situation Extremely Grave, 
Washington Hears — Car- 
ranza Government Faces 
Serious Domestic Plight. 


Washington, May 22.—The economic 
situation in Mexico is extremely grave, 
according to official advices to the 
(state department. With the monetary 
problem already acute, the food short- 
jage in Mexico City and vicinity con- 
tinuing without prospect of any imme- 
‘diate relief, and with the labor strike 
‘extending over virtually all the Mex!- 
an railway lines, the de factor govern- 
ment is pictured as facing a serious 
domestic plight. 

First hand.reports as to the situa- 
tion in northern Mexico will reach the 
department today. Consul Letcher from 
Chihuahua City is en route to Wash- 
ington, presumably bringing with him 
a synopsis of the reports of five other 
consuls recently ordered to the border 
to talk over conditions with military 
officials there. 

It was stated officially that while 
Mr. Letcher would make his report on 
conditions in Mexico, that was not the 
sole purpose of his trip. It was ex- 
plained he was ordered here that rou- 
tine matters might be taken up with 
him, but no inkling of their nature was 
given out. 

Carranza Preparing New Note. 

The department today received fur- 
ther advices from Special Agent 
Rodgers at Mexico City telling of the 
new note that was in process of prep- 
aration by the de factor government, 
but the message threw no light on its 
purport. The communication will be 
‘handed to Secretary Lansing by Eliseo 
Arredondo, ambassador designate, but 
the embassy so far has no knowledge 
of the matter. 

While reports as to the domestic sit- 
uation of the Carranza government are 
gloomy, the attitude of Mexican offi- 
cials towards the United States has 
been described as more friendly since 
the border conference between Gen- 
erals Scott and Obregon. It is believed 
possible this will be reflected in the 
new note, although some officials think 
it robable that a new request for 
withdrawal of the American expedi- 
tionary forces will be included. 

Since the state department’s repre- 
sentations as to the renewed raiding in 
the Big Bend country of Texas have 
not been answered the note is expect- 
ed to go into that subject. Officials 
here, including Secretary Baker, Say 
the military conference on the border 
left the situation unchanged as to steps 
to be taken with regard to new raids. 
The state department holds that the 
original agreement proposed by Gen- 
eral Carranza and accepted by Secre- 
tary Lansing fully covers Colonel Sib- 
ley’s drive into Mexico after the Bo- 
quillas raiders. 

Guardsmen Refuse to Take Oath. 


Reports from General Funston that 
116 members of the Texas National 
Guard had refused to take the muster- 
ing oath and enter the federal serv- 
ice under the president's call, brought 
members of congress from that state to 
the war departmnet today to find out 
what action was in contemplation. They 
were told the matter had not yet reach- 
ed Secretary Baker for consideration. 
Mr. Baker's military advisors are pre- 
paring recommendations for him. They 
appear to agree that the men are sub- 
ject to court-martial under the existing 
militia law and it is known that some 
officers believe they should be tried 
and fined as a warning to national 
guardsmen in general that they are un- 
dertaking a serious responsibility in 
joining the organization. 

A state department announcement 
late today said the situation in the 
Yaqui valley did not appear to be acute 
at present. The Yaquis are reported to 
have headquarters at Vicam. Three 
bands were reported south of the Yaqui 
river a few days ago, but department 
advices were uncertain whether they 
were outlaws or Yaquis enlisted by 
the Mexican government. 


SIBLEY’S TROOPERS 
BACK FROM MEXICO. 


San Antonio, Texas, May 22.—Colonel 
Sibley today reported to General Fun- 
ston the return to the American side 
of the border of the four troops of cav- 
alry that pursued for two weeks the 
Mexicans who raided Glenn Springs 
and Boquillas. The net result of the 
expedition was the rescue of Jesse Dee- 
mers and Monroe Hayne, who were 
taken prisoners by the raiders, the cap- 
ture of five bandits, all wounded, and 
operations covering 210 miles. None of 
the Americans were killed or wounded. 

The force is camped at Deemers, and 
after a brief rest will rejoin their regi- 
ments on patrol duty. 

The Sixth cavalry took stations to- 
day in the Big Bend district at Mara- 
thon, Alpine, Valentine and Sierra 
Blanca. The strongest detachment was 
sent to Sierra Blanca because of the 
presence in the district opposite of 
Chico Cano, who lately resumed opera- 
tions at the head of a considerable 
body of men. 

Reports from General Pershing were 
of a routine character, except one con- 
cerning a skirmish four days ago near 
Santa Ysalbel. No mention of casual- 
ties on either side was made, although 
Private Strong was reported missing. 


STORY OF THE DASH 


BY SIBLEY’S MEN. 

Marathon, Texas, May 22.—The fly- 
ing columns of the Eighth and Four- 
teenth cavalry, detailed by Major Gen- 
eral Frederick Funston to give chase 
to the bandit raiders of Glenn Springs 
and Boquillas, have returned to Ameri- 
can soil near Boquillas. 

Colonel Sibley, commander of the ex- 
pedition, forded the Rio Grande with 
the two troops of the Fourteenth de- 
tailed to the pursuit from Fort Clark 
late yesterday afternoon. Major Lang- 
horne at the head of troops A and B of 
the Elghth, followed shortly after. 

The expedition was in Mexico just ten 
days. It failed to capture or wipe out 
the main body of the Big Bend maraud- 
ers, but it made prisoners of four of 
the bandits and left behind two others 
desperately wounded. In addition it 
rescued Jesse Deemer, Boquillas store- 


DOMINGO IN CONTROL 
OF AMERIGAN MARINE 


Admiral Caperton Distributes 
Force to Various Points 
in the Republic. 


Washington, May 22.—Rear Admiral 
Caperton at Santo Domingo is taking 
steps to distribute his landing force of 
American marines to various points in 
the little republic. and before they 
are withdrawn some arrangement probd- 
ably will be effected through which 
American officers will be placed in 
charge of the native constabulary. 

The broadening out of the marine 
patrol, officials indicated today, is a 
step preliminary to establishment of a 
policing system similar to that recent- 
ly inaugurated in Haiti. A complete 
reorganization of the native troops is 
contemplated and congress probably 
will asked to pass a bill authoriz- 
ing ‘the navy and marine officers to 
serve under the Dominican government 
as Officers of the constabulary. 

American Minister Russell, reporting 
today that the marines soon would be 
distributed to strategic points in the 
republic, said he had received many re- 
quests for such action in protection of 
American interests. United States war- 
ships already are stationed at all the 
important ports. 

lt was made clear at the state de- 
partment today that there was no in- 
tention of recognizing as valid the elec- 
tion of Federico H. Carvajal, chosen 
provisional president of Santo Domingo 
last week by the Dominican congress. 
Minister Russell reported that Enrique 
Henriquez, former foreign minister, 
was on his way to Washington to urge 
Carvajal’s recognition. The department 
holds that the impeachment of Presi- 
dent Jiminez was a political coup, and 
already has informed the Dominican 
congress that the proceeding cannot be 
recognized as legal. 

While Rear Admiral Caperton is not 
reporting details of his operations, of- 
ficials here believe he now has the 
revolutionary movement under General 
Arias well controlled.

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SINN FEIN USED 
AS PAWN IN GAME 


‘By Germans and Irishmen 


in: America Who Hated 
Britain — Inside Story of 
the Ill-Fated Revolt. 


London, May 9.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—This is the 
history as told by the authorities here 
of the widespread plot which resulted 
in the ill-fated uprising in Ireland 
which plunged the Emerald Isle for a 
period. {nto a reign of bloodshed and 
destruction. It is a story to the effect 
that the Sinn Fein organization was 
used as a pawn in the game played by 
Berlin and certain Germans and revo- 
lutionists in America and of how the 
failure of the revolt was made doubly 
sure by the inability or disinclination 
on the part of Germany to carry out 
important features of the plan at al- 
most the last moment. The facts given 
here have been gathered from authen- 
tic British sources and are presented 
as completely ag possible under the 
censorship. 

The plot had its inception shortly 
after the beginning of the war, when 
certain Irishmen and German authori- 
ties conceived the idea of utilizing the 
Sinn Fein organization for a revolt— 
the Germans being actuated, of course, 
by the admittedly legitimate purpose 
of weakening Great Britain, and the 
others having national aspirations or, 
in at least one case, a desire to obtain 
revenge for alleged political wrongs 
suffered at the hands of England. At 
that time the Sinn Feiners, who really 
had organized bécause of jealousy of 
the Nationalist Volunteers, probably 
had no definite idea of starting a re- 
volt. They accepted the plan, how- 
ever, and eventually fell victims to a 
scheme which was not of their own 
making. 

Casement Involved From Start. 

The name of Sir Roger Casement ap- 
pears prominently throughout the story 
and he is now in London Tower await- 
ing trial, at which it will be decided 
whether there has been treason in the 
acts which he has committed and made 
no effort to conceal. 

Sir Roger went from America to 
Christiania late in 1914, under an as- 
sumed name. At Christiania he con- 
ferred with the German consul and 
then proceeded direct to Germany with 
his orwegian servant. Coincident 
with his arrival in Berlin certain offi- 
cials placed their influence and guar- 
antees of assistance back of an Irish 
rebellion. It was thought at that time 
that a revolution could be made suc- 
cessful and elaborate plans for further- 
ing the movement were put under way. 
According to this account Genmany 
agreed to furnish money, arms and men 
to assist the Sinn Feiners and, most 
important of all, is said to have agreed 
to an invasion of England which would 
prevent soldiers being sent into Ireland 
by the British war department. 

America was made the medium of 
communication between Berlin and Ire- 
land. Certain Irishmen in the United 
States enlisted their services and Cap- 
tains Boy-Ed and von Papen, the then 
German naval and military attaches, 
respectively, at Washington, together 
with numerous others, some of whom 
are now under arrest in America, are 
said to have done their part in further- 
ing the plans. The carrying of funds 
and information to the Sinn Feiners 
was done largely by Irish sympathizers 
in America, who were able to visit 
their home land without questions. 


Casement’s Activities in Germany. 

Shortly after Casement’s arrival in 
Germany the statement appeared in 
German papers that his servant had 
been making trips to Christiania to 
visit the British authorities for the 
purpose of delivering Casement over to 
them. 

At the same time Sir Roger publish- 
ed his charges that the British minis- 
ter at Christiania had tried to have 
him assassinated. This was the first 
news the British public had received of 
Casement’s presence in Germany. His 
accusations against the British minis- 
ter are now said to have been the ini- 
tial step in a publicity campaign to 
gain sympathy. 

The next intelligence received in 
London concerning Sir Roger was 
brought by returning soldiers, who re- 
ported that he was going about the 
prison camps and trying to recruit 
Irish soldiers to fight against Eng- 
land. He is said to have obtained few 
acceptances, but some men agreed to 
his proposition and were immediate] 
given their freedom and furnished wit 
the green uniform of the Sinn Feiners. 

This recruiting and seomewhat hap- 
hazard plotting went on until Novem- 
ber, 1915. Then there was a lull in

proceedings. The truth appears to be 
that the revolutionary wind which had 
blown so hot from Berlin at first was 
then getting cool. The Germans had 
rown tired of Casement. Casement 
imself retired to Munich, where it 
was reported he was in poor health. 
After a considerable spell of compara- 
tive inactivity, those persons in the 
United States who were taking a part 
in the engineering of the revolution 
became weary of waiting for develop- 
ments and sent a man to see Case- 
ment. 
Date for Revolt Set. 

This man, an Irishman and a Brit- 
ish subject, living in America, proceed- 
ed direct to Germany without touch- 
ing England. He brought word that 
a definite date for the uprising must 
be set and plans laid to meet that date. 
This was agreed to, and either Easter 
Sunday or Easter Monday was fixed 
upon. This meant that the scheme 
must be completed speedily. 

As the time drew near it was seen 
that a revolution could not be made a 
success and the idea of an invasion was 
virtually discarded. This fact was‘not 
known to the Sinn Feiners unti] al- 
most the moment before the fighting 
started. However, certain Berlin of- 
ficials had given their word to assist 
the movement and decided to satisfy 
the obligation as far as possible with- 
~ iy heavy loss of life or war materi- 
al. 
Easter approached and it was pro- 
posed to dispatch a ship to Ireland with 
arms and those [rish soldiers who had 
agreed to fight. A naval attack on 
the east coast of England and air raids 
also were settled upon to divert the 
attention of the British authorities 
from Ireland. The ship with some 20,- 
000 arms, did start from Kiel] for Tra- 
Jee, on the western coast of Ireland, 
but it was manned by a German crew 
and did not carry the Irish recruits. 
When Sir Roger found that the plan 
for an invasion of England had fallen 
through he refused to let his followers 
embark, declaring that it would be 
sheer murder. He did agree to go him- 
self, however, and departed on the sub- 
marine. 

The fate of the ship of arms and of 
Casement has been told. Sir Roger 
and his associates fell into the hands 
of the British at Tralee and the ship 
was sunk. The naval attack and air 
raids on the English coast were car- 
ried out, but the Sinn Feiners found 
themselves espousing a hopeless cause.

FLEURY’S 
STORY. 


The Associated Press last night sent 
out the following message:

Fleury, of South Aberdeen, a saw filer 
in a shingle mill, said today he had 
met (Mrs. Elois Nelms Dennis and her 
sister, Miss Beatrice Nelms, the missing 
Atlanta women, on a train between 
Snohomish and Seattle in 1914. 

He said he and a friend talked with 
the women more than an hour. 

iINo explanation was offered by Fleury 
regarding his prolonged silence except 
that he did not desire to be ‘‘mixed up 
in the case.” 

The Innes lawyers, he said, had ob- 
tained affidavits from him covering all 
the information he had. 

Fleury said he had reason to believe 
the women went to Alaska. 


NELMS MAKES 
STATEMENT. 


Following a conference with Solict- 
tor-General Hugh M. Dorsey and Attor- 
ney Reuben R. Arnold, Marshall Nelms, 
brother of the sisters, Monday issued 
the following statement on the Wash- 
ington develspments: 

Statement by Nelma. 

‘I regret this unfounded rumor has been 
published on the eve of the trial. It. will 
result in no discovery whatever. 

‘We have run down scores of rumors 
which appeared far more plausible than 
this, and have never found a reliable piece 
of evidence to support any of them. 

‘We are not fighting this case in the 
newspapers, but the publicity given this 
case prompts me to say that the same re- 
port’ came to my ears over a year ago 
and I found there was nothing in it, after 


due investigation. 

‘“‘We have left no stone unturned to find 
my sisters, and with all the publicity given 
this case in nearly all the newspapers in 
North America there is no doubt but that we 
would have found them had they been 
alive. 

“To sum the matter up: Would Innes 
and wife have remained in jail nearly two 
years if they had known that my sisters 
were alive and their whereabouts? Or, 
with all the publicity given this case, if my 
sisters were going under their true names 
and especially in view of the fact that a 
$10,000 reward was offered for their discov- 
ery, would not their whereabouts have been 
made known during the last two years of 
their disappearance? 

“Or would Beatrice have left a valuable 
estate to go to ruin and wander aimlessly 
around the country and never communicated 
with her mother, whom she loved? 

“And why is this remarkable discovery 
made known to the public just before the 
trial? 

“Under no circumstances will I burden the 
public with any further discussion of an 
unfounded rumor, the purpose of which 
must be apparent to any one. 

“I will await the trial of the case: and 
the disclosures which will be brought out 
before the jury.” 


Looks Like Nelms 

Judge Hines said: 

“It looks like these are the Nelms 
girls, and we are bending every ef- 
fort to get at the definite facts. I 
do not believe they are dead, and we 
hope to prove that the two women 
who were in Snohomish were the Nelms 
sisters and to establish their where- 
abouts.” 

Mrs. John W. Nelms, the mother, con- 
sulted with Chief Mayo at police head- 
quarters Monday morning and renewed 
her offer of $10,000 to persons dis- 
covering her missing daughters—$5,- 
000 for anyone producing information 
leading to their discovery and the en- 
tire $10,000 to anyone finding them 
alive. 


TODAY’S 
HEARING. 


The Innes case took a new turn 
when it became known that Judge Hill 
had notified attorneys for both sides 
of the case to appear before him this 
morning at 9:30 o’clock. 

Judge James K, Hines, of the de- 
fense, declined to disclose the nature 
of the motions which will be made be- 
fore Judge Hill this morning, and So- 
licitor Dorsey declined to be quoted in 
the matter. 

It is understood, however, that a mo- 
tion to have Solicitor Dorsey disquali- 
fied will be based upon the fact that 
he was employed by Mrs. Nelms to 
represent the Nelms family before the 
United States supreme court, when the 
question of the extradition of the In- 
neses from Texas to Georgia was pend- 
ing before that court. Such connec- 
tion with another phase of what will 
be claimed to be the same case, it is 
expected, will be argued as a disquali- 
fying circumstance, under the recent 
decision of the court of appeals of 
Georgia in the case of Nichols vs. the 
state. 

On the same grounds the defense is 
expected to take the position that So- 
licitor Dorsey was disqualified when 
he appeared before the Fulton county 
grand jury and secured the return of 
true bills against the Innes _ on 
churges of larceny after trust and that, 
therefore, those indictments should be 
abated. 

Such a move as this is expected to 
bring about a delay of months in the 
trial of the Innes case. This will pre- 
cipitate a warm fight, which will prob-

ably result in an appeal whatever di-- 


rection the lower court may give it. 

In event of the disqualification of 
Solicitor Dorsey and the abatement of 
the indictment, the court is then un- 
der the necessity of appointing a so- 


‘licitor pro tem. to take charge of the 


case, and new charges will have to be 
preferred before the grand jury and the 
case practically begun all over again. 


Will Reduce Expenses. 

The entering of this special plea will 
obviate thé possibility of the state hav- 
ing to go to the expense of bringing 
many witnesses here frum long dis- 
tances two times, which would be the 
case if the move to disqualify Solicitor 


Dorsey were successfully made after 
these witnesses are once brought here 
for the trial of the Inneses under the 
indictments now pending against them. 

The opinion of the court of appeals, 
upon which, it is said, the plea of the 
defense tomey will be based, was hand- 
ed dgwn February 4, of this year, in 
the case of Nichols vs. the state. 

In this case A. J. Nichols was under 
indictment for perjury in the superior 
court of Gordon county, it age alleged 
that the perjured testimony of Nichols 
“was given in a damage suit of H. L. 
Knight against the Western and At- 
lantic railroad for $20,000. J. M. Lang, 
solicitor of the Cheroke circuit, repre- 
sented Knight in the damage suit, his 
fee being contingent upon the collec- 
tion of damages. Lang later, as s0- 
licitor, was the prosecuting attorney 
against Nichols. Before formally plead- 
ing to the indictment, Nichols inter- 
posed a special plea in abatement, ask- 
ing that the indictment be quashed on 
the ground that Solicitor Lang was dis- 
qualified by interest from advising 
with the grand jury. There was a de- 
murrer to this plea, and Judge A. W. 
Fite sustained the demurrer and struck 
his plea in abatement. On appeal the 
court of appeals reversed the lower 
court. 

Decision in Nichols Case. 


The headnotes of this decision read 
as follows: 

Where a solicitor general, in his private 
capacity as attorney-at-law, is counsel for 
the plaintiff in a suit for damages against 
a railroad company, and his fee is a con- 


ent upon his client’s recovery of damages 
from the defendant, he is disqualified by in- 
terest from advising with the grand jury 
as to the finding of a true bill for per- 
jury against a witness for alleged false 
testimony given by the witness in favor of 
the railroad company in that damage suit, 
where that cause, at the time of the find- 
ing of the indictment, is still pending in the 
courts, 

(a) In such a case the court should ap- 
oint a solicitor general pro tem., to go be- 
fore the grand jury and advise with them 
about finding the indictment for perjury. 

(b) Where the court does not appoint a 
solicitor general pro tem., and where the 
disqualified solicitor general appears before 
the grand jury and advises with them as to 
the finding of the indictment for perjury, 
and where the indictment is returned by 
them, a written plea in abatement, setting 
forth the above-stated facts, presented by 
the accused before pleading to the merits, 
and where the defendant had no notice of 
the pendency of the indictment against him, 
and no earlier opportunity of presenting his 
objections to it, is not subject to general 
demurrer, and should be sustained, unless 
issue is joined upon it; and in the latter 
event, if the issue is determined in favor 
of the defendant, and is supported by proof, 
the plea in abatement should be sustained, 
and the indictment quashed. 


MAUNA LOA VOLCANO 
AGAIN IN ERUPTION 


Honolulu, May 22.—Mauna Loa’ vol- 
cano, which was in eruption last week, 
has broken out again, 

A flood of lava which burst forth 
last night at an elevation of 7,000 feet, 
is flowing down the mountain side, 
traveling southwest at the rate of 
about a mile an hour. 

The flood of lava has divided, fol- 
lowing two channels. The glow illum- 
inates the entire landscape at night. 
Newspapers can (be read by its light 
many miles away. 

The course taken by the lava is that 
followed by the last eruption about 
nine years ago. The sea is about 50 
miles from the mountain in this direc- 
tion and there is little property of 
value in between. 


GREAT BRITAIN SENDS 
FOR GERMAN SPY LINCOLN 


New York, May 22.—Chief Inspector 
Alfred Ward and an assistant from 
Scotland yard arrived from England 
today on board the Anchor line steam- 
ship Cameronia from Liverpool to 
take back to England the self-con- 
fessed German spy and former mem- 
ber of the British parliament, Igna- 
tius T. T. Lincoln. 

Lincoln is wanted in England to an- 
swer a charge of forgery. His extra- 
dition was ordered by the supreme 
court of the United States after Lin- 
coln appealed to that court on a writ 
of habeas corpus, alleging that the real 
purpose of his extradition was to try 
him as a spy in England. 

Lincoln was first arrested here in 
August last year, but escaped from 
jail in the following November and was 
at liberty until February last, when he 
was re-arrested.

AMERICANS ARE BARRED 
FROM CAMP IN GERMANY 


London, May 22.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
minister of war trade, stated in the 
house of commons today that repre- 
sentatives of the United States gov- 
ernment had been refused permission 
to visit some industrial camps in Ger- 
many where British prisoners were 
employed. The minister added that 
the treatment of prisoners in Germany 
was somewhat better than formerly, 
though the situation at some of the 
working camps and industrial estab- 
lishments left much to be desired.

Clemency Shown Irish-Ameri- 
can Because of Appeal by 
President Wilson.

London, May 22.—Official confirma- 
tion was obtained today of the reports 
that a sentence of ten years in prison 
has been given in the case of Jeremiah 
C. Lynch, an American citizen charged 
with having participated in the Irish 
rebellion. The American embassy re- 
ceived this information today from the 
military authorities. 

Lynch was originally sentenced to 
death. The British military authori- 
ties commuted the death sentence to 
ten years’ imprisonment, after consid- 
eration of a request from the state 
department at Washington that the 
convicted man be not executed. 
Regarding the Lynch case the for- 
eign office stated today that General 
Maxwell, commanding the forces in 
Ireland, sent a telegram to Premier As- 
quith which asserted that Lynch had 
participated openly in the rebellion, 
having been seen frequently in an Irish 
uniform in Liberty hall during the 
fighting. The court-martial sentenced 
him to death. but General Maxwell, aft- 
er the receipt of the request from the 
American embassy, reviewed the sen- 
tence and commuted it to ten years’ im- 
prisonment. 

it is believed that General Maxwell 
left the way open to the premier for 
a further commutation of the sentence, 
but it is not known what action Mr. 
Asquith will take. 


Washington, May 22.—Ambassador 
Page, at London, today cabled the state 
department that he had been officially 
advised by the British government that 
Jeremiah C. Lynch, the naturalized 
American citizen convicted of com- 
plicity in the Dublin rebellion. had 
originally been sentenced to death, but 
that the sentence had been commuted 
to ten years’ itnprisonment. 

Confirmation of the ten vears’ sen- 
tence given Lynch was also sent by 
American Consul Adams at Dudlin.

Hoke Smith Decides to Vote 
for Confirmation of Wil- 
son’s Nominee. 


Washington, May 22.—Friends of 
Louis D. Brandeis were more hopeful 
tonight than they have been for many 
weeks that his nomination to the su- 
preme court would be ordered favora- 
bly reported to the senate by the judi- 
ciary committee next Wednesday, when 
the committee has agreed to vote. 

Some democratic senators predicted 
that the vote in the committee would 
be 9 to 8 for a report recommending 
confirmation, counting on the absence 
of Senator Shields, democrat, who is 
in Tennessee. It was reported that the 
Tennessee senator, who all along has 
been regarded as opposed to favorable 
action, would not return’ by Wednes- 
day. If he is absent a motion proba- 
bly will be made to report favorably. 
If he returns, the chances are that the 
nomination will be reported without 
recommendation and without prejudice. 
Eight republican senators on the com- 
mittee will vote solidly against Mr. 
Brandeis. 


Hoke Smith for Brandeis. 


Senator Hoke Smith, who is a mem- 
ber of the judiciary committee, an- 
nounced today that he would vote for 
the confirmation of Mr. Brandeis. 

Mr. Smith only reached this decision 
Saturday night, after a diligent and 
exhaustive investigation. of the record 
in the case and an independent in- 
weisz of his own. ve 

“My investigation hes convinced me 
that Mr. Brandeis is an honest, con- 
scientious, able lawyer, and that his 
great purpose in public service has 
been to do good,’ said Senator Smith. 

“The opposition to Mr. Brandeis’ con- 
firmation has gone over his entire pro- 
fessional career, hunting acts for criti- 
cism. There are some things in his 
record that I do not approve of, but 
none of them involves conduct that 
fairly can justify a doubt as to his in- 
tegrity, when fully and _ thoroughly 
considered. 

“What lawyer with thirty-five years 
of experience at the bar can go over 
what he has done during that period 
without feeling that it could have been 
better not to have done some of the 
things that he has done?” 


Dr. Eliot for Brandeis. 


Senator Culberson, chairman of the 
committee, made public today a letter 
from Dr. Charles W: Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard, urging confirma- 
tion. 

Mr. Eliot’s letter, written at Cam- 
bridge, follows: 

“IT have known Mr. Louis D. Bran- 
deis for forty years and believe that I 
understand his capacities and his char- 
acter. He was a distinguished student 
in the Harvard law school in 1875-78. 
He possessed by nature a keen intel- 
ligence, quick and generous sympa- 
thies, a remarkable capacity for labor 
and a character in which gentleness, 
courage and joy in combat were inti- 
mately blended. His professional ca- 
reer has exhibited all these qualities 
and with them much practical altruism 
and public spirit. He has sometimes 
advocated measures o.- policies which 
did not commend themselves to me; 
but I have never questioned his hon- 
esty and sincerity or his desire for 
justice. He has become a _ learned 
jurist. 

“Under present circumstances I be- 
lieve that the rejection by the senate 
of his nomination to: the supreme 
court would be a grave misfortune for 
the whole legal profession, the court, 
all American business and the coun- 
try.”

The surprise over the Georgia sena- 
tors’ favorable attitude toward Bran- 
deis is accentuated by the fact that 
Mr. Brandeis was one of the most zeal- 
ous and persistent advocates of the 
Stevens-Price fixing bill, support of 
which by Mr. Rublee, they hold, should 
serve to disqualify him for service on 
the trade commission. 

At the hearing before the house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce Mr. Brandeis occupied the bet- 
ter part of two day’s in January, 1915, 
advocating this measure. During his 
testimony he somewhat atartled the 
committée by asserting “we may say 
to those men who come here and ask 
for protection in establishing standard 
prices, but which the supreme court has 
inadvertently denied them, that we are 
willing now—” 

Representative Barkley hastily inter- 
rupted with the statement, “We are not 
authorized to assume the supreme court 
inadvertently does anything.” 

“Why not?’ asked Mr. Brandeis. 
| “Because it is the supreme judicial 
body of this land, and we are supposed 
to recognize it as the highest legal au- 
thor, and we have no right to presumé 
the supreme court, in ee wae upon this 
question, acted inadvertently, because 
if we have that right we might hel 
sume they acted that way in handing 
down other of their decisions.” 

Mr. Brandeis in rejoinder stated that 
the supreme court when construing the 
constitution “is supposed to lay down 
the final law.”

IN WAR OF LIBERATION 


London, May 22.—The death at Buda- 
pest yesterday of General Arthur 
Georgei is reported in a Central news 
dispatch from Amsterdam. General 
Georgei was commander-in-chief of the 
Hungarian army during the war of lib- 
eration. He was also prominent ag a 
chemist. 


General Georgei was 98 years old. He 
came of a Saxon noble family and on 
the outbreak of the revolutionary war 
of 1848 he offered his sword to the 
Hungarian government, receiving a 
commission as oaaptain. He won a 
number of successes against the Aus- 
trians and was made commander-in- 
chief. He was deposed temporarily on 
account of ordering a retreat against 
the advice of Kussuth, but subsequent- 
ly was reinstated. On Kossuth’s re- 
sig@nation as dictator, when Russia in- 
tervened on the side of Austria, Georgel 
became dictator and eventually sur- 
rendered to the Russians.

Although the election of officers will 
not be held until the last few days of 
the convention, which will be in ses- 
sion until June 2, it is dividing inter- 
est with the style displays arranged 
on every hand to attract the club- 
women.

DEMOCRATIC TICKETS 


ARE IN GREAT DEMAND 


Washington, May 22.—More than 
25,000 applications have been receiv- 
ed for the ten or eleven thousand seats 
that will be available in the St. Louis 
convention hall for the democratic 
national convention. This will be one 
of the problems to be considered by the 
national committee’s sub-committee, 
headed by Chairman McCombs, which 
meets in St. Louis June 2. 

The arrangements committee will se- 
lect the temporary and permanent 
chairman of the oonvention. Former 
Governor Glynn. of New York, already is 
slated for the temporary chairman- 
ship. It is understood that Speaker 
Clark will be asked to become per- 
manent chairman, in spite of the pres- 
ent plan of keeping congress continu- 
ally in session throughout the conven- 
tion and that until the speaker has in- 
dicated whether he will serve no one 
else will be considered. 

The temporary roll of the convention 
has been practically completed. Up to 
today 920 of the 1,092 delegates had 
been chosen—every one pledged to vote 
for President Wilson’s renomination. 
Not since 1900 has a democratic nation- 
al convention met with such complete 
harmony of action promised. 

So far only 14 seats are contested, 
six each from Hawail and Porto Rico, 
where improper practices are alleged, 
and two from the First district of New 
York, where a faction headed by Ralph 
Pulitzer is contesting seating of “or- 
ganization’ opponents. The national 
committee will meet June 12 at St. 
Louis to consider contests.

* Sa three bishops in turn appeared be- 
ore the delegates and asserted that 
if the movement for the union of Meth- 
odism would thereby be advanced, they 
would willingly ask to be retired at 
once.

If 
the session were prolonged until 1918 
they could not legally be retired until 
that time. 

The Missionary Bishops. 


Lively debate marked the proposal 
to advance all missionary bishops to 
the grade of bishops, with full powers, 
and then elect no more bishops whose 
episcopal authority is limited to the 
norelge mission field. 

J. Frank Hanley, of Indianapolis, in- 
troduced a resolution signed by hitn- 
self and eleven others asking that a 
recommendation of the delegates and 
missionary representatives from south- 
ern Asia be indorsed. The resolution 
urged that the election of a missionary 
bishop for Singapore be indefinitely 
postponed, pending reassignment of the 
territory under the missionary bishops. 
The conference approved the postponse- 
ment. Mr. Hanley also asked tha: 
Bishops John E. Robinson, stationel 
at Bangalore, India; Frank W. Warne, 
of Lucknow, India; John W. Robinson, 
of Bombay, India, amd William P. Eve- 
land, of Manila, P.I., be elected general 
superintendents, and that one bishop 
be chosen for Africa, instead of two 
missionary bishops. 

The proposed change was character- 
ized as radical and “almost revolution- 
ary’ by several delegates, and event- 
ually was defeated by an almost unani- 
mous vote, 


One of African Descent. 


In the selection of two missionary 
bishops for Africa it was provided that 
one who is to supervise the work in 
Liberia must be of African descent. 

A deadlock on iboth offices resulted 
on ‘the first ballot, but the withdrawal 
of a negro candidate, it was said, vir-

| relief was authorized in 1911, the goal 
was set at $500,000. The fund now has

It was referred to the committee 
on beneficence with instructions to re- 
port next year. 

Another important feature of this re- 
port was that no special appeals for 
any cause of the assembly should be 
made to the churches during the com- 
ing year except in the months assign- 
ed to specific causes and then only in 
those churches not enlisted in the as- 
sembly’s plan. 


The Budget Totals $1,200,000. 


The assembly apportioned its finan- 
cial budget for the coming year and set 
minimum amounts that the church will 
attempt to raise for each department. 
Fifty-five and one-half per cent of the 
total was awarded to foreign missions 
and the minimum set for this work 
was $666,000. 

Other apportionments and percent- 
ages were: Home missions, 22 per cent, 
with a minimum of $324,000: Christian 
education and ministerial relief, 12% 
per cent, with a minimum of $150,00¢: 
publication and Sunday school exten- 
sion, 4 per cent, with a minimum of 
$48,000; 1 per cent for the Bible cause, 
with a minimum of $12,000. This makes 
a total of $1,200,000.

WHO ELSE? 

The people of Georgia this year are to be 
given wide range in their choice of a gov- 
ernor. 

Joseph BE. Pottle, of Milledgeville, has 
just announced his entrance into the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Pottle is a good citizen and an able 
man. So are the others, Judge Nat E. 
Harris, the present governor; Dr. L. G. 
Hardman, of Commerce; and Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, of Atlanta, solicitor general of the Ful- 
ton circuit. 

Here are the four who are asking the 
suffrages of the Georga voters. 

Who else? 

If there is to be anybody else, let’s have 
the complete line-up and get away from the 
post without keeping the people longer in 
suspense. 

The first of June is about time to make a 
complete getaway. It will allow for a full 
three months’ campaign which, in all con- 
science, is long:enough, with a couple of 
weeks left over for the climax. 

But more than that, when they are all in 
and the lists are closed, the people can very 
quickly get down to business and find out 
just where everybody stands. 

And there are some things about which 
every one of the candidates in this race will 
have time to express himself specifically, 
explicity and emphatically. One of these is 
the question of lynching and mob law in 
Georgia; another is the rigid enforcement 
of Georgia's prohibition laws; then, there is 
the question of the future of the Western 


and Atlantic railroad, the laws against usury 


and several other questions upon which the 
people of Georgia are going to insist upon 
being informed regarding the attitude of 
these several candidates. 

We might as well have these things 
outright in the beginning. The man from 
whom a response upon any of these lines 
has to be pulled with a corkscrew might as 
well make up his mind in advance that it is 
going to operate against him. 

If Georgia ever had a campaign with a 
wide range of selection of a democratic can- 
didate for governor, and one in which there 
were issues that touch the hearthstone and 


‘pocketbook, it is this. one.

If any- 
body else wants to get in, let him speak 
now! 

The state committee has met and made 
the rules.

PHYSICAL FITNESS. 


The preparedness training camps have 
developed a remarkable record of physical 
fitness among American men and boys. 
With business men this is due to the in- 
creased practice of outdoor exercise and to 
athletics in the clubs or at home; and many 
of the boys have had the advantages of 
Boy Scout training under competent instruc- 
tion. 

But probably the most notable demonstra- 
tion of the physical fitness of city boys was 
given in New York city recently. 

It is stated that, in response to a call for 
sixty boys to take part in a Shakespeare 
masque at the outdoor stadium of the Col- 


lege of the City of New York, 200 applied, 


and that number measured up to the highest 
standard of physical tests. 

So the country is doing pretty well on 
the physical preparedness line, from the 
schoolboy up to the man of business, who 
mo longer relaxes in hig easy chair at the 


expense of healthful activities, but gets out 
in the open and keeps himself in fine fettle 
as to all that goes to the making of a man.

AN EARLY LEGAL TEST. 

An early legal test of one phase, at least, 
of Georgia’s new prohibition laws is in pros- 
pect as a result of the attitude of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway company, announced 
through its legal department, which has in- 
structed its agents to accept for shipmen 
into Georgia, within the specified periogy/of 
thirty days, as much as two quarts of whisky 
“and” four quarts of wine “and” forty-eight 
pints of beer, consigned to one individual. 

We recall that this construction of the 
law was referred to before its passage, and 
that attention was then drawn to the fact 
that the word “or’’ had been used instead of 
the word “and.” The conclusion reached at 
that time was that the individual might have 
shipped to him either one of the packages 
indicated, within the space of thirty days, 
but not all three. 

Attorneys for the Central of Georgia 
have taken the contrary view, and their 
opinion is based on the fact under the new 
Georgia laws intoxicants may be had only 
for social drinking or medicinal purposes in 
the home. In fact, the law specifically 
points out that the serving of such liquors in 
private residences in ordinary social inter- 
course shall not be interfered with. 

Now, then, according to the attorneys 
for the Central, there can be no such thing 
as social drinking unless a guest is allowed 
to nominate the kind of liquor he desires. 
If he is confined to whisky, or to beer or to 
wine alone, the element of social intercourse 
may be wholly eliminated, for where one 
man may desire a drink of whisky, another 
will want only beer or a glass of “light” 
wine. 

So there you are! The prohibition lead- 
ers were very firm and positive as to the 
meaning of the law both before and after it 
was passed. Particular attention was called 
to the use of the word “or” in all the news- 
papers of the state; the fact of the use of 
the “disjunctive” conjunction was widely 
commented upon. 

The Central of Georgia is represented by 
distinguished attorneys and what they say is 
entitled to careful consideration. It is by no 
means as if it were said by the attorney for 
a person who had been engaged in the beer 
or whisky business. 

At any rate, it is well that the question 
is to be judicially determined. 

Georgia should know and know quickly 
just which its anti-liquor laws allow. 

The sooner we get the limits fixed, under 
the law, and then proceed to confine the 
entire state to those limits, the better it 
will be for everybody concerned. 


HOW THEY LINE UP. 


The New York World says that it is not 
considered “good form to speak well of the 
United States army or navy,” but the Ameri- 
can troopers in Mexico, since the beginning 
of the hunt for Villa, have made a record 
that silences criticism. 

Among many instances of achievement 
since the troops entered Mexico one to the 
lasting credit of the men stands out among 
the rest, at the time when 208 men of the 
Eleventh cavalry cut loose from all commu- 
nication on the desert march: 


On an issue of five days’ rations the 
column marched in twenty-one days 571 
miles, only 100 less than the distance 
from Paris to Berlin. The country 
through which they passed is a desert 
waste. It afforded no fodder, and only 
at long intervals water for the horses. 
There were no roads; at best only rough, 
untraveled mountain trails. During the 
entire march they were beyond reach 
of relief. They fought several engage- 
ments and had only one man killed. 


The World says it is to be doubted “if 
there are cavalrymen in the armies of 
Europe capable of equaling the feat.’’

Straw Hats in Natural Colors. 


(From The New York, Times.) 

There will be a greater quantity of straw 
hats in natural colors sold this summer than 
during any other season, according to the 
manufacturers. The destruction of the bleach- 
ing powder plant at Niagara Falls has made 
it impossible for the factories to get their 
usual supply of bleaching material. While 
the great bulk of business has already been 
placed by the retailers, the effect of the 
bleaching powder shortage will be felt prin-

ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS SOCIETY REPORT 
SHOWS BROADENING SCOPE OF WORK 


The April record of the Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis Society of Atlanta is a splendid illus- 
tration of the magnificent work which this 
association of public-spirited citizens of At- 
lanta have been doing for the city. The 
Anti-Tuberculosis society is altogether a 
philanthropic and charity organization and 
its workers receive no remuneration what- 
soever. It is maintained solely by subcrip- 
tion and by the sale of Red Cross stamps. 
The April report is ample proof that money 
invested in this society’s work for the bet- 
terment of the city pays in improved con- 
ditions and lives saved a wonderful and grat- 
ifying dividend. 

The headquarters of the society are at 23 
East Cain street, and the principal work of 
the organization is conducted by some ten 
or a dozen physicians of the city who give 
gratuitously of their time and services to 
this purpose. 

Cases are treated by the society, but its 
officials consider the preventative work by 
far the more important. Families in which 
tuberculosis exists or where the disease 
threatens are visited by the workers of the 


society and the members of such families are 
taught how to prevent the spread of the 
disease in the family and how to protect 
the neighborhood from the spread of the con- 
tagion. In cases that have already devel- 
oped the society offers every possible means 
of relief at its disposal. 

The work amogg the tubercular results 
in the discovery of a number of cases of 
pellagra. These cases are treated immedi- 
ately in order not only to relieve sufferers 
of this malady, but also to prevent the 
pellagra from developing into tuberculosis, 
which often happens where cases of pella- 
gra are neglected. 

The scope of the work which is being 
done each month by the society is shown by 
the April report. This report shows such 
details as 462 visita by nurses among local 
sufferers; 374 office interviews; 77 clinics 
(pulmonary, dental, nose and throat; gyne- 
cological, stomach and skin); 267 office treat- 
ments, and numerous examinations and tests. 
Of 79 diagnoses made, only 29 were found 
to be non-tubercular. The society conducts 
its work among all races and ages, every- 
where in and near the city and every day. 

The society will appreciate the help of 
anyone in guarding against the menace of 
tuberculosis which stalks abroad.

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GOVERNOR MAY RECOMMEND 
CHANGES IN BANKING LAW 

Governor Nat E. Harris is now making a 
Study of the state banking laws and the ef- 
fect which these laws are having upon the 
banking business in Georgia, with special 
reference to usury. 

His study of these laws is a result of his 
conference last Saturday with Comptroller of 
the Currency John Skelton Williams, who 
has supervision over national banks. The 
governor's investigations and whatever, if 
any, recommendations he may deem neces- 
Sary to be made to the general assembly upon 
the subject will, of course, affect only state 
banks, since the state has no supervisory 
function over national banks. 

The governor stated Monday that if he 
finds conditions are such that a strengthen- 
ing of the usury law is required in Georgia 
he will so recommend to the next general 
assembly. 

The position taken by Mr. Williams is 
that unless the usury laws of the various 
States are strong and effective, as affecting 
banking institutions operating under state 
charters, the endeavors of the federal gov- 
ernment to put a stop to usurious practices 
of banks operating under national charters 
is practically useless, for the reason that 
a national bank practicing usury may, when 
it finds itself pressed by the federal author- 
ities, simply give up its national charter 
and take out a state charter. 


ARGUMENT FOR STRIPLING 
TO BE COMPLETED SOON 

Governor Harris is now awaiting the com- 
pletion of the argument of Attorney C. F. 
McLaughlin, of Columbus, in behalf of Edgar 
Stripling's petition for pardon before hand- 
ing down his decision in the matter. 

Attorney McLaughlin appeared before the 
governor Saturday night at the executive 
mansion and made a plea for clemency for 
the famous prisoner, but did not complete 
his argument. This argument is expected to 
be completed either before the governor on 
Thursday or Friday of this week, which are 
monthly clemency days, or in writing. 

The governor is also making a study of 
the record of the case.

COCA-COLA CASE 
IS SENT BACK FOR 
RE-TRIAL BY JURY 


Washington, May 22.—The supreme 
court today held that a jury must de- 
termine whether caffeine contained in 
coca-cola is injurious to health and 
whether there is any coca or cola in 
the product. In so ruling the court 
reversed the decision of the federal 
district court at Chattanooga, which 
refused to confiscate, on petition of 
the government, 40 barrels of coca-cola 
shipped from Atlanta to Chattanooga 
as violating the pure food law. 

Justice Hughes, who delivered the 
opinion for the unanimous court, held 
that the district court had erred in 
deciding that no poisonous article could 
be “added” to a_ proprietary food 
brought together by man within the 
meaning of the pure food law, which 
declared to be adulterated any product 
with “added poisonous or injurious in- 
gredient.’’ The justice said that from 
the language of the statute it was evi- 
dent that “added’’ meant “artificially 
introduced.” 

“It is evident,” said Justice Hughes, 
“that congress did not intend to give 
immunity fromthe law to proprietary 
foods to contain poisons merely by rea- 
son of the choice of some formula or 
name.” 

Judge Sanford, the trial judge, decid- 
ed that if caffeine had been put into 
the preduct the case did not come with- 
in the law and did not submit the ev- 
idence to the jury. 

The case is remanded back to the dis- 
trict court for trial. It was first heard 
at Chattanooga from March 13 to April 
6, 1911. A shipment of coca-cola from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga had been seiz- 
ed by agents of the bureau of chemis- 
try, department of agriculture, under 
the pure food law, on the ground that 
caffeine was an “added ingredient.”’ 

The government appealed from the 
district court’s ruling, but the decision 
was affirmed by the federal circuit 
court at Cincinnati in 1913. Appeal 
from that decision was taken to the su- 
preme court. 

Does Not Effect Sales, 

“The decision simply means that ev- 
ery question involved in this case 
should have been left for a jury to de- 
cide, and now this will be done,” said 
Harold Hirsch, of the law firm of Can- 
dlier, Thomson & Hirsch, the Coca-Cola 
company’s counsel, last night. 

“It should be left to the jury to de- 
cide,” continued Mr. Hirsch, “whether 
or not caffeine or coca-cola is dele- 
terious.”’ 

“The decision,” said the attorney, 

“was merely upon the legal aspect of 
the case and the interpretations of the 
law, and it will have no immediate ef- 
fect whatever upon the manufacture 
or sale of Coca-Cola.” 
- The coca-cola case originated early 
in 1910 in the seizure by federal agents 
in Chattanooga of a large consignment 
of coca-cola, which had been shipped 
from Atlanta, the government’s con- 
tention being that the product was 
manufactured in violation of the pure 
foods and drugs act, in that it contain- 
ed, it was alleged, deleterious matter, 
and also that it was mis-branded, in 
that it contained, the government al- 
leged, extracts of both the coca nut and 
the cola bean as its name indicates.

After being closed one Sunday, 
nearly all the drug stores, the _ ice 
cream parlors and cigar stands were 
open as usual yesterday and did the 
usual Sunday business.

COURT DENIES RECEIVER 
FOR TEXAS AND PACIFIC 


Washington, May 22.—The action of 
the federal district court for northern 
Texas in dismissing for want of juris- 
diction the suit of the Bankers’ rust 
company for.a receiver for the Texas 
and Pacific Railway company and the 
New Orleans Pacific Railway company 
and for the foreclosure of a second 
mortgage on the two roads was af- 
firmed today by the supreme court. 

Justice Van Devanter, for the unani- 
mous court, held that the district court 
had been deprived of jurisdiction in 
the case because of the federal law of 
1915 which provided that federal 
courts should not have jurisdiction 
over certain causes in which a federal 
corporation was a party by reason 
merely of the corporation being in- 
corporated under a law of the United 
States. He also held it had not been 
shown the company was a citizen of 
Texas, but merely of the Uniked States.

AGAIN IN FAVOR RECEIVES SETBACK 


Favorable Supreme Court 
Decision Was Signal for 
Bullish Propaganda in the 
Rail Division—Profit-Tak- 
ing Sagged Specialties. 


New York, May 22.—Last week's 
bullish demonstration in securities of 
the better class was resumed with 
greater breadth and all around ac- 
tivity today, the railway division be- 
ing again the center of a buying move- 
ment which carried Reading to a new 
high record and elevated other po- 
tential issues to highest prices in more 
than a year. Specialties were under 
steady restraint in consequence of prof- 
it-taking, but the few recessions in 
\that quarter were nominal as compar- 
ed with substantial gains elsewhere. 

Reading did not get into action un- 
til after the session had been half 
spent. News from Washington that 
the supreme court had rendered a de- 
cision favorable to coal companies in- 
augurated a fresh demand. The stock 
was carried up to 109%, 3% points 
above its previous best, and although 
yielding materially at times, closed 
only % under its new maximum, on a 
total output of 200,000 shares or almost 
one-quarter of the day’s business. 

The inquiry for Harrimans, St, Paul 
and other seasoned rails was scarcely 
less impressive, Union Pacific making 
a maximum gain of 2% at 142%, its 
best price since the stock was reduced 
to the 8 per cent basis, with a gain 
of % for Southern Pacific, while St. 
Paul rose 2% to par. 

Canadian Pacific was the only in- 
consistent feature, scoring an early 
advance of 1% points, but finishing 
with a fractional decline. Minor coal- 
ers followed in the wake of Reading, 
with additional accumulation of low- 
priced stocks, notably Eries, the Wa- 
bash preferred A and B issues, West- 
ern. Maryland and Denver and Rio 
Grande preferred. 

United States Steel attained the high 
price of 86, but was again freely of- 
fered on its rise, closing with a small 
fractional gain. The utilities furnish- 
ed a diversion at midday, Consolidat- 
ed Gas rising 3%, Brooklyn Union Gas, 
2, and People’s Gas 2. Among the dis- 
tinctive specialties, Willys-Overland 
showed an extreme gain of 14 at 274. 

Speculative issues were in demand in 
the bond market, which reflected the 
strength of stocks. Total sales, par 
value, were $5,210,000.

ADMIRAL HENRY T. MAYO. 

Following the established policy of 
the navy, which aims at giving officers 
of high rank opportunity to exercise 
important commands, Henry T. Mavo, 
now second in cammand of the Atlantic 
fleet, with the rank of vice admiral, 
will succeed Admiral Fletcher as head 
of the fleet on June 19. Rear Admiral 
Coffman will become vice admiral and 
second .in command in succession to 
Mayo, who will have the rank of admi- 
ral while he tis the first officer of the 
biggest American fleet. Another duty 
will be assigned to Admiral Fletcher, 
who reverts to the rank of rear admi- 
ral. Mayo was the cause of the Vera 
Cruz landing in 1914 when he demamnd- 
ed a salute to the colors for an affront 


to some of his mén at Tampico. He is 
a Vermont man, fifty-nine years old. 


Astonishing Success Reported 
by the Central Con- 
trol Board. 


London, May 11.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)\—The aston- 
ishing success of the central control 
board in reducing the drink evil in 
England, Scotland and Wales since 
the board's inauguration in June, 1915, 
is strikingly shown in the second re- 
port made by its chairman, Lord 
d’Abernon. 

The report shows that the efforts 
of the board have resulted in a reduc- 
tion of the average weekly number of 
convictions for drunkenness in Eng- 
land and Wales from 2,034 in 1914 to 
an average of 940 for last March, the 
latest month for which figures are 
available. In Scotland the average 
has been reduced from 1,424 in 1914 to 
794 in March. 

The figures for London, where a “no 
treating” order went into effect on 
October 11, 1915, are of particular in- 
terest. 

The weekly average of convictions 
for the Metropolitan district in 1914 
was 1,30:. This was reduced to 1,008 
for the four weeks prior to October 
11 and in the succeeding month drop- 
ped to 718. Deductions on a similar 
scale were shown in the great indus- 
trial centers of Liverpool, Birmingham 
and Manchester. 

The board has been especially ac- 
tive in looking after the great army 
of workers who are employed in the 
munitions industry. To offset the evil 
influence of the drinking places usual- 
ly patronized by the workers “indus- 
trial canteens’ where substantial and 
well cooked meals with light refresh- 
ments can be obtained at reasonable 
prices were established. In addition 
the law was enforced which requires 
public houses to supply food ae well 
as liquors. Lord d’Abernon'_ reports 
that the canteens have proved a great 
success and have contributed material- 
ly to the checking of excessive drink- 
ing and the improvement of the health 
of the workers.
